Will Have Almost Unani- 
mous Support of Repub- 
lican Legislators. 

The Republican members of 
both House and Senate at a cau- 
cus held Wednesday morning by 
almost unanimous vote declared 
their Intention to support the 
County Unit" bill, making the 
county the unit in all the local op- 
tion elections, and to do all in 
their power to procure the 
of the measure. 

The fight for such a statute has 
been on in Kentucky for ten years 
and has secured more advancement 
this time than at anv other Bed- 
on. 

(JENRRAL ASSKMBLT. 

When the House opened Wednes- 
day morning a substitute was of. 
fered by Representative Klair for 
the Young resolution to send a 
committee of two members of the 
Senate and three of the House to 
Breathitt county. This substi- 
tute provides that an inquiry be 
instituted by the joint committers 
to inquire into the truth or the 
reports regarding lawlessness in 
Breathitt and to attempt to make 
peace between the contending fac- 
tions and report to the General 
Assembly. The substitution was 



Tne joint resolution to pay the 
expenses of the revenue and taxa- 
tion commission and its secretary 
passed by unanimous vote. 

When the Anti-Railroad Pass 
bill came up for passage, Repre- 
sentative Klair introduced a sub 
stitute which kept the House in a 
roar of laughter during its read- 
ing. It sought to force airship 
lines, railroad, steamship and hot 
air lines to give most everbody in 
the country transportation 
penalty of being fined 80 cents in 
Mexican money and having the 
color of their cars changed. Any 
person who refused to accept 
transportation or who tries to use 
more than one kind of transporta- 
tion at once, or who tries to come 
and go at the same time, is to be 
adjudged insane and sentenced to 
the Legislature for two years. 
Mr. Klair, after the reading of 
e substitute, stated that h< 
feared there was a serious consti- 
tutional question involved in his 
substitute, and he moved to have 
both the substitute and the origi- 
nal referred to the committee on 
judiciary, but his motion was 
beaten. Mr. Drewry then moved 
to lay the substitute on the table, 
taking the bill with it. This 
would have had the effect of kill- 
ing the bill. 

The motion was evidintly not 
understood at first, and on a viva 
voce vote the ayes made a good 
showing. The scheme to kill the 
bill was discovered just in time, 
and an aye and no vote was called 
for, reaulting in the loss of the 
motion by a vote of 46 to 41. 
The aubatitute then was defeat- 
l by a viva voce vote and the 
original bill was put on its pas- 
sage. 

The roll was called and the 
sasure carried by a vote of 59 to 
32. 

Two reports were submitted to 
the House this morning in the 
Daly,Drewry case, the majority 
favoring the setting of the con- 
testee and the majority urging the 
declaration that there waa no elec- 
tion.

On Monday he sold his flock of 
fine sheep at |10 per bead. Be 
sides, the lambs from these ewes 
averaged $6.48 per head. The 
wool averaged 9 pounds to the head 
and be sold this wool at 26 cents 
per pound which yielded $2.84 per 
head. The ewes averaged one and 
one-half lambs each, or $9.72 per 
ewe. Adding the price of the 
lambs and the wool the result is 
$12,06 produced by each ewe. Ad- 
ding the selling price of the ewes, 
$10 each, and the total returns 
from each ewe was $22.06.

PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION. 

Old Levy of Fifty Cents Will be 
Allowed to Stand. 

Frakkfoht, Kt., Feb. 6.— Back 
to the fiftv-cent levy is the slogan 
of the House committee on Revenue 
and Taxation. As the bill was 
drawn by the c ommission the levy 
was put «t rnrty-seven .uiU one- 
half cents. 

Such a fight has developed 
by those who are affected and 
so much additional antagonism 
threatens to develope when the bill 
comeB out of the committee and 
gets before the two bodies that the 
House committee feared that the 
revenue producing features would 
be so affected that the State could 
not get along with less than the 
fifty-cent levy. 

ACTION OK THRCK BILLS. 

The Judiciary Committee of the 
3enate took favorable action on 
three bills. One is the Ward bill, 
making it unlawful for any official 
of the State, county or city to ac- 
cept a railroad pass. It also took 
favorable action on the bill ap 
propriating $50,000 for a tubercu- 
losis hospital, $20,000 annually 
for maintenance, and authorizing 
the Governor to appoint five com- 
missioners. 

The Spence bill, giving relief to 
she Attorney General was the 
third. Tais bill gives the Attor- 
ney General one deputy, one as- 
sistant, a la a- clerk and a stenog- 
rapher.

The Committee on Public Health 
took favorable action on Repre- 
sentative Paynter's bill which re- 
quires all users of morphine to 
take out a license and to pay a fee. 

The Printing Committee took 
favorable action on the bill requir- 
ing sheriffs to publish notices of all 
rates in newspapers of general 
circulation, and also one requiring 
Councils to publish ordinances in 
cities of the fourth class.

The Hepburn bill gives the In-' 
terstate Commerce Commission au 
thority when i rate has been com- 
plained of as "unreasonable' by 
shippers to investigate that rate, 
state wuether or not it is unreason- 
able, and if found to be unreason. 

Be a rate whieh is just and 
reasonable and fairly renuinerative 
Inch i H to be the maximum rate 
to be charged. This rate, so fixed 
is to go into effect thirty days »f ter 
it is announced hy the commission, 
subject during that time to be set 
in suspended by the commis- 
sion or by the cohrts. After it has 
yono isto iffect it Ir to remain a 
rate for three years. 

Another important feature is the 
definition of the words "railroad" 
and "transportation" in a manner 
to include all auxiliary instrumen- 
talities of common carriers and 
bring them within the control of 
the commission.

During the nine years of our 
connection with this paper we 
have championed the cause ol 
t-mperance, the suppression o! 
he liquor traffic. We have re 
garded the National, State, Coun- 
y and Municipal approval and en- 
rouragennent of it as a humiliating 
ronfesstoo of weakness, as a short- 
lighted policy from a financial 
-tandpoint, as a reproach and dis 
-ace to our civftnatkm. We 
ay have been regarded by some 
i intemperate in our utterances. 
We have, however, been prompt- 
id by what we considered in 
keeping with an exalted citizen- 
ship. 

By correspondence and person- 
al converse, through thp columns 
of our paper and public addresses. 

e have plead with individuals, 
State and County officials, Con 
pressmen and the great populace, 
for higher ideals. We hoped that 
e political party, actuated by 
something higher than the spoils 
ol office, would, in beloved Ken- 
tucky, boldly declare and wage 
warfare against the legalized sale 
of intoxicants. 

We have hoped that Democrats 
and Republicans would urge upon 
their political leaders the necessity 
of vigorous action % to stay the rav- 
ages of strong drink. 

Such leaders have either failed 
or been afraid to adopt and con 
tend for such a measure in their 
political platforms, but in legisla- 
tive assemblies have, now and 
then, given slight recognition to 
the temperance advocates, in or- 
der, perhaps, to prevent an open 
upture. 

Tims by degrees and with dis- 
couragements, these advocates 
have pressed their claims, patient 
their disappointments, yet 
grateful for what progress has 
been achieved in enactment and 
enforcement of law restricting 
this traffic. 

In as much as the Democratic

A hearty applause by the torn- 
perance people greeted a temark 
that the advocates of the bill were 
a lot ui preachers or men who 
looked like preachers, A voice 
was heard: ' •Tuat shows the 
company we keep." 

Barring tine incident, the meet- 
ing was very orderly and respect- 
ful (•here was no discourtesy in 
this slight interruption).
